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Eastern States Successful Field Day Meet 


It was indeed a happy choice when those in charge selected 
Briarcliff Farms at Pine Plans, New York, as a site for the first 
annual field day event of the Eastern States Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association.

This was truly to be a field day for those who appreciate good 

cattle. After inspecting the various feed lots and noting how the 

young things are prepared 

for market the audience 

“moved over” to the cow 


scheduled for Saturday, 
May ist. Other visitors 
began to drft in on Friday 
and they kept coming till 
nearly noon of Saturday. 
Friday was rather gloomy. 
The weather chilly and 
rain threatening. Shortly 
after dusk the rain came 
and as a result the attend- 
ance must have been some- 
what curtailed. Repenting 
however the weather man 
slipped in a_ beautiful 
made-to-order May day. 
Briarcliff Farms con- 
stitute a large area entire- 
ly encircled by mountains. 
A charming place. The 
rain ceased during the 
hours of night and dawn 


barns. Here to the amaze- 
ment of many it was found 
that the barns had been 
converted into huge open 
sheds the same as in the 
steer section. The feed 
bunks had been stationed 
in the open lots adjacent, 
where the breeding cows 
had lived practically in the 
open all winter.

Illinois Adopts Pennsylvania Plan for 
Abortion Control. 

Illinois has adopted the Pennsylvania 
plan tor the nrevention and eradication of 
bovine infectious abortion, according to an 
announcement received by Dr. T. E. Muncee, 
Director, Bureau of Animal Industry. This 
plan requires the blood testing of animals, 
the isolation of all reacting animals and the 
continuous supervision of the herd by the 
State. There is general interest in the plan 
among cattle owners throughout Pennsyl- 
vania as well as authorities in many other 
States. Pennsylvania was the first state to 
adopt and get under way a definite plan for 
controlling bovine infectious abortion, a dis- 
ease which is causing a $5,000,000 annual 
loss in this State alone.

Contest for Animal Husbandry Students 
taking the Junior Course in Live Stock Judg- 
~. will be held at the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, Columbia, Missouri, May 15th, 
1926. The Judging Contest is conducted by 
the Block and Bridle Club, an organization 
of the Animal Husbandry students in the 
College of Agriculture, with the cooperation 
of the Faculty and members of the Animal 
Husbandry Department. | : : 

The Contest this year will consist of judg- 
ing two classes each of beef cattle, sheep 
and hogs, including both breeding and fat 
classes. Two classes of draft horses and 
mules will also be judged. The contesting 
students will be required to give oral rea- 
sons to the judges for the particular plac- 
ing of each class judged. 

The St. Louis National Stock Yards Com- 
pany is furnishing five grand prizes to the 
five men making the highest total scores in 
judging all classes of live stock. The prizes 
will consist of a three day visit and study of 
the St. Louis National Stock Yards under 
the direction of Mr. H. L. Wyatt and Mr. H. 
D. Timberlake of the Stock Yards Company. 
All phases of marketing live stock will be 
studied from the time the stock is enroute 
to the Stock Yards until the carcass is on 
the butcher’s block ready for the consumer. 
After completing this trip the boys will 
write essays on “Live Stock Marketing.” 

Yearly subscriptions to the various live 
stock and breeders journals, and books relat- 
ing to the various live stock subjects, will be 
given as prizes to the best judges of each 
class of live stock. 

A Show-Fitting Contest will be held in 
connection with the Judging Contest. All 
the stock will be fitted by teams to as nearly 
show condition as possible. The team mak- 
ing the greatest improvement with their ani- 
mals will be given prizes furnished by De- 
Witt C. Wing, Associate Editor of the Breed- 
ers Gazette, who has sponsored this activity 
at the College for a number of years. 

The contest will be conducted similar to 
the Student Judging Contests at the Amer- 
ican Royal and International Live Stock 
Shows in order to acquaint the students with 
the plans and procedure of such contests, as 
some of the students will be prospective 
members for the Stock Judging Teams rep- 
resenting the College at these shows next 
fall. It is hoped that the contest will stim- 
ulate a greater interest in stock judging and 
live stock improvement among the students. 

The annual banquet will be held in the 
evening on the day of the contest. A num- 
ber of live stock breeders and men in allied 
live stock industries will be here for the day 
and will take part in the program. The win- 
ners of the contest will be announced and 
prizes given to the winners. 


; ———0-——— 
Minnesota Has Started Something. 

The second annual Minnesota carload baby 
beef breeding and feeding contest has just 
been launched by the agricultural extension 
division of the University of Minnesota and 
various live stock interests of the state and 
country. Cash premiums will be paid for 
the heaviest carloads of 15 baby beeves pro- 
duced in Minnesota at the age of 15 months. 

Any farmer in Minnesota is eligible to en- 
ter. Calves to be entered must be dropped 
on or after February 1, 1926, and on or be- 
fore July 31, 1926. All calves in the con- 
test must have been sired by a pure bred 
bull recorded in the registry associations of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus, American 
Galloway, American Hereford, and Ameri- 
can Shorthorn breeders. Rules and regula- 
tions for the second contest are practically 
identical with the first. 

The first contest, started a year ago by 


extension division men, will culminate the 
coming summer. According to A. A. Dowell, 
who, as a live stock specialist with the uni- 
versity, originated the contest, it has exceed- 
ed all expectations as to the number of en- 
tries, interest shown by beef cattle breeders 
and feeders, and information obtained re- 
garding breeding and feeding practices. A 
large amount of valuable data gathered in 
the course of the competition will be 
available for the public in a few months, he 
says. More than 600 calves, or 40 carload 
lots, are being fed. 

Specific objects of the contest are to weed 
out inferior breeding cows as shown by rec- 


ords of weights and values of individual - 


calves in the carload; to locate the most suc- 
cessful baby beef producers so that their 
methods may be used by other farmers; to 
determine the best type of baby beef sire, 
and to gain information concerning the feed- 
ing and management of calves and baby 
beeves and the comparative value of various 
forages and grain. 

Cash approximating $1,000 to $1,100 will 
be divided among the owners of the 14 heav- 
iest carloads. All the live stock interests at 
South St. Paul have contributed to this prize 
money fund. In Minnesota the state live 
stock breeders’ association pledged $250. 
Other contributions of $100 each were made 
by Swift & Co. of South St. Paul, Armour 
& Co., Union Stock Yards Co. of South St. 
Paul, and South St. Paul commission com- 
panies combined. 

From its headquarters in Chicago the 
American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association 
offers cash prizes of $65 for the best car- 
load of Shorthorns and $35 for the second 
best and promises to furnish a_ suitable 
trophy in case a Shorthorn load wins the 
contest. 

From R. J. Kinzer, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Hereford Cattle Breeders’ Association, 
Kansas City, comes an offer to add 50 per 
cent to any cash prizes won by carloads of 
Hereford baby beeves and also to provide a 
trophy in case the competition is won by a 
Hereford load. -

Dirt Proves Boon to Steers. 

Black dirt, the kind that produces good 
Iowa corn, apparently is valuable in making 
cheap gains on steers. At least that is what 
was indicated in the tests conducted the past 
winter by the Iowa Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, Ames, results of which were 


revealed to approximately a thousand cat-’ 


tle feeders at Iowa State College on the an- 
nual cattle feeders’ “Hey” Day, April 21. 

The lot of two-year-olds getting dirt along 
with a full-fed ration of salt, shelled corn, 
corn silage and alfalfa hay, plus 2% pounds 
of linseed oilmeal daily per steer, made the 
cheapest gains of any lot of steers on feed 
the past winter, and they made the second 
most rapid gains. Their gains were put on 
at a cost of $10.71 per hundred. 

The dirt was placed before the steers 
where they could take the amount they de- 
sired. With this system, they ate 10 times 
as much of the dirt as they did of salt, or 
about a fifth of a pound each per day. 

That it pays to feed some mineral along 
with a steer ration containing alfalfa hay 
was indicated in the tests again this year. 
It has often been commonly talked and be- 
lieved that if good alfalfa was fed, minerals 
were unneeessary. A mineral mixture was 
responsible for increasing the gains about 
5.4 per cent, or 18 pounds per steer in four 
months of feeding this year. 

A comparison between the possible prof- 
its from corn silage and fodder clearly fav- 
ored the silage in the feeding tests. The 
steers getting corn fodder in addition to 
shelled corn, linseed oilmeal, alfalfa hay and 
salt only gained at the rate of 2.28 pounds 


each per day, while those getting silage in 
place of corn fodder gained at the rate of 
2.69 pounds each day. It cost $12.02 for 
each hundred pounds of gain where fodder 
— fed and only $11.07 where silage was 
used. 

The highest gain in the entire experi- 
ment were made by a group of two-year-olds 
which received alfalfa hay, shelled corn, lin- 
seed oilmeal and a mineral mixture made up 
of 49.9 pounds of ground limestone, 49.9 
pounds of bone black and 0.06 pound of po- 
tassium iodide. The steers on this ration 
gained at the rate of 2.9 pounds each daily 
for the 120 days as compared to 2.82 for 
the next best lot. 

Calves, yearling and two-year-olds were 
compared in the tests this year. For the first 
four months of feeding the yearlings showed 
the most profit with the calves second. The 
yearlings, however, will be carried until 
about June and the calves until August or 
September.—College Bulletin.

Shall I Hand-feed or Self-feed Baby Beef? 


Labor is becoming more expensive each 
year. This being true, the cattle feeder is 
interested in any plan that will reduce the 
labor cost. Self-feeding reduces the labor 
of feeding materially. If this method is 
safe and practical it will be more generally 
practised in the future than it has been in 
the past. Cattle feeders are familiar with 
the disastrous results from over-feeding and 
realize that if self-feeding is to be practised 
the danger of over-feeding must be over- 
come. Another question involved in self- 
feeding is the relative amount of feed re- 
quired to produce a given amount of gain 
when cattle are self-fed and hand-fed. Does 
it require more feed or less feed to produce 
gain when cattle are self-fed? The ques- 
tion of self-feeding with safety and the 
economy of this method of feeding will be 
discussed in detail at the fourteenth annual 
cattle feeders convention at the Kansas 
State Agricultural College Saturday, May 
29, 1926. This discussion will be based up- 
on the results secured at the Kansas Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station in testing this 
method. Cattle feeders should see the self- 
fed and the hand-fed cattle in this year’s 
test in order that they might better under- 
stand the advantages and disadvantages of 
these two methods of feeding.

Minnesota Cattle Feeders to Meet June 24th. 


June 24th is the date set for the Sixth 
Annual Minnesota Cattle Feeders’ Day at 
the University of Minnesota. At this time 
60 baby beeves will be on exhibition at Uni- 
versity Farm, St. Paul, Minn., at the con- 
clusion of a 217-day feeding trial. The trial 
includes comparisons of shelled corn and 
cob meal, full fed and slightly limited grain 
rations, and comparisons of the feeding, fin- 
ishing, selling, and killing qualities of steer 
calves, heifer calves, and a mixed lot of 
steers and heifers. An attractive program 
is being arranged for the day—Thursday, 
June 24th. 

Will Allow Feeding of Concentrates. 

The International Live Stock Exposition, 
to be held at Chicago, November 27 to De- 
cember 4, should prove more attractive as 
a result of action taken at the spring meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors. A new class 
for swine carcasses of the bacon type has 
been added and the Rambouillet wether 
classes reinstated. The rules have been 
changed to allow the feeding of concentrates 
to carloads of feeder cattle between October 
1 and the show. Special committees will soon 
make other important announcements, ac- 
cording to Secretary-Manager B. H. Heide.

BEEF CONFERENCE STARTS SOMETHING; 
A MOVE IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION: 

Much has been said in several of the agricultural papers re- 
cently anent better beef. Various ideas promulgated have resulted 
in no little publicity along educational lines. As a result numerous 
master minds have become interested in working out a solution to 
the problem. It was indeed a happy thought when Editor Sanders 
of the Breeders Gazette, America’s greatest farm paper, conceived 
the idea of getting together representatives of the three leading 
beef breeders’ associations, and a commtittee from the International 
association for the purpose of ascertaining the feasibility and the 
advisability of organized effort for the promotion of a genuine bet- 
ter beef campaign. 

This better beef conference was called for 12:30 o’clock Tues- 

‘day, April 27th, at the Saddle and Sirloin Club, Union Stock Yards, 
Chicago. This conference made up of groups representing the three 
leading national beef cattle breeders associations consisting of the 
president and secretary respectively together with two members of 
their own selection and reinforced by a special committee from the 
International Live Stock Exposition Association was called to order 
by President John Clay of the latter organization. It was found 
that the following list of men were present (see photo on the cover 
page today):

killers insist that this is due to the limited call from buyers and 
consumers. Such is, at present, unquestionably the situation The 
question, “What, if anything, can be done to exploit the virtues of 
good beef and expand its consumption?” is the matter which is 
hereby submitted for your serious consideration. 

“We take it that all present are more or less familiar with the 
arguments that have been advanced in this connection; so that it 
seems quite unnecessary at this time to rehearse them here in de- 
tail. Suffice it to say that it is insisted that an efficiently-organ- 
ized campaign, having for its object mainly the education of the 
public and the supplying of needed information to leading buyers 
and purveyors of beef as to what prime beef really is, and as to how 
superior it is to the product now in such general use would certain- 
ly help to increase the demand for this important feedlot product. 
Anything that enlarges the packers’ outlet for prime beef sends him 
into the yards for more good cattle. Real “quality” beef can only be 
produced by the use of good bulls of beef types. Anything, there- 
fore, that sends buyers into the*pens in quest of more prime cattle 
sends buyers after more bulls, produced in the pure bred herds, and, 
in turn, sends feeders into the market for grain that is now waste- 
fully run through elevators. Cattle feeding must be made one of 
the corner-stones of a permanently successful agriculture in this 
country. The feeding of the land is as important as the feeding of 
the people. Farmers cannot all turn dairymen. That industry is, 
of course, a vital one, and fortunately is already highly developed. 
It cannot be indefinitely extended, however, upon a profitable basis. 
The present enormous consumption of prime dairy goods is distinet- 
ly the result of highly-organized and efficiently-prosecuted effort 
on the part of owners of cattle of the special dairy types. 

_ “As we see it, there are two major proposals for your consider- 
ation. Firstly, is the market situation such as has been herein out- 
lined? and, Secondly, if so, is it advisable to try to devise ways and 
means of focusing attention upon its correction? We take it that 
there can be no serious division of opnion in relation to the first. In 
the consideration of the second, we fancy that all will readily con- 
cede the desirability of making an effort in the direction indicated, 
provided that there is reasonable prospect of a successful issue. It 
is, therefore, that phase of the subject that we trust will have your 
best consideration. It is readily conceivable that we may differ at 
this time in our individual views as to the details of any proposed 
procedure, but if we can accent in principle, the thought that some- 
thing should be done at least to put these proposals to a test, we 
indulge the hope that the expression of a sincere mutual desire for 
cooperation in a common cause may lead to action of at least pre- 
liminary character at this conference. We feel that the object 
sought is of such broad national concern, that such vast possibilities 
for good to both producers and consumers are involved, that we 
have been warranted in asking, in the name of the International 
Live Stock Exposition Association, your attendance here today.” 

Full and free expression of opinion was asked from all dele- 
gates present and the greater part of the afternoon was spent in- 
terchanging views. Absolute harmony of purpose prevailed, yet no 
definite plans were evolved as to how best to enter into a campaign. 
At the conclusion of deliberations all joined in approving the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Whereas, There is at the present time but a restricted outlet 
for the best grades of beef being produced in American feedlots; and 
cs Whereas, This situation unfavorably affects the production and 
finishing of well-bred cattle, an industry that is of high importance 
in connection with diversified farming in the United States; and 

_ Whereas, It is believed that a much broader distribution of 
prime beef might be brought about-—more particularily in and about 
the great metropolitan centers of population—if a systematic effort 
were made to secure greater publicity as to the superior quality 0 
prime beef, and to induce leading purveyors of beef to serve to the 
consuming public the full-finished product; and 

Whereas, There is a widespread desire for cooperative action

Foot-and-Mouth Disease in Mexico. 


Effective May 7, an crder just issued by 


the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture establishes quarantine regulations to 
prevent the introduction of foot-and-mouth 
disease, into the United States, from Mexi- 
co where that live stock scourge has recent- 
ly been discovered for the first time. 

Since the disease is in the southern por- 
tion of Mexico the menace is still at a con- 
siderable distance and the regulations are 
purely of precautionary measure. They pro- 
hibit the importation into the United States 
of cattle, sheep, goats, other ruminants, and 
swine, also of hides, skins, other animal by- 
products, hay, straw, and feeding material 
originating in the portion of Mexico south 
and east of the Tehauntepec National Rail- 
way which crosses the Isthmus of Tehaun- 
tepec. The quarantine order applies also to 
the same classes of animals and products 
shipped through such area, or unloaded in it. 

The existence of foot-and mouth disease 
in Mexico is occasion for extra precautions 
on the part of live stock owners, especially 
in the southern portion of the United States. 
Stockmen are requested to report promptly 
to the Department of Agriculture and to 
State sanitary officials the existence of any 
symptoms resembling those of foot-and- 
mouth disease.

the distribution of better grades of beef cat-

Resolved, by the delegates in conference 
here assembled, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that steps be taken at once looking 
towards a survey of the situation as respects 
the production, grading and distribution of 
prime beef in all leading domestic markets, 
and due report thereof be made to a meet- 
ing to be called by the Chairman of this con- 
ference at the earliest possible date consist- 
ent with a comprehensive assembling of all 
available facts; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this con- 
ference be and hereby is directed to appoint 
a committee of three members with author- 
ity to receive by subscription such funds as 
may be necessary for the prosecution of the 
survey referred to in the foregoing resolu- 
tion, and employ such person or persons as 
may be required to. develop the desired data. 
Be it further 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this con- 
ference be and is hereby directed to appoint 
a committee to consist of fivemembers, with 
instructions to formulate and submit to a 
meeting, to be called at the discretion of the 
Chairman of this conference a plan for or- 
ganization of a permanent central body cre- 
ated for the purpose of furthering the ob- 
jects herein mentioned. 

A vote of thanks was tendered Mr. San- 
ders for the splendid work he had done in 
connection with this subject. Next day the 
board of directors of the International asso- 
ciation met at the same place and adopted 
the following resolutions: 

Whereas at a conference between officials 
and duly accredited representatives of the 
great national organizations of breeders of 
cattle of the beef types, held in Chicago, 
April 27, in which a committee of the Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition Association 
participated, resolutions were passed looking 
towards an immediate survey of existing 
conditions attending the grading, marketing 
and distribution of the prime grades of beef 
cattle at leading markets, and for the pro- 
jecting of a permanent organization design- 
ed to promote an expansion of the demand 
for prime beef; be it 

Resolved, by the Board of Directors of the 
Intemational Live Stock Exposition Asso- 
ciation, that we heartily approve of the ac- 
tion taken, and pledge to the projected move- 
ment our active sympathy and support. 

Similar action from the breed organiza- 
tions may reasonably be expected. With the 
formation of a permanent organization con- 
sisting of sincere, thoughful representatives 
of the beef cattle industry as a whole surely 
a workable solution will result.

A yearling Aberdeen-Angus steer was slaught- 
ered some weeks in advance of the meeting to furnish 
prime beef for the occasion. The afternoon was de- 
voted to a discussion of the Aberdeen-Angus prob- 
lems in the East and all left feeling that May 1st, 
1926, was a history making event in Aberdeen-Angus 
circles of the East. 


An important conference was held at the Saddle & 
Sirloin Club, Chicago, on April 27th in the interest 
of “Better Beef.”

man of the conference. A resolution was passed di- 
recting the Chairman to appoint a committee of three 
to plan for a survey of the present beef situation and 
report at a future conference. It is hoped that as a 
result of this conference there will be developed a 
definite plan for increasing the outlet for “better 
beef” which will be of value to beef cattle producers.

Secretary Tomiiave reviewed the recent 
activities of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association and discussed stock- 
farming as a means of reclaiming the faith- 
ful old farms of New York and the New 
England states. Mr. H. O. Harrison, owner 
of Harrison Stock Farms, Woodland, Cali- 
fornia, where something over 1000 head of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle are kept 
made a most interesting talk in favor of the 
Doddies and recited why he thought the 
breed had a wonderful future. Chairman 
Park introduced Jas. D. McGregor of Cana- 
da as the dean of Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
on this continent. Mr. McGregor recited in 
his interesting way many of the high points 
as they came out of his forty or more years 
as a breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

“The Bonnie Black Doddies” as sung by 
A. W. Reynolds, of Newtown, Connecticut, 
brought down the house. Mr. Reynolds is a 
prominent breeder in his state and an en- 
thusiastic Doddie Fan. 

Harold Anderson, from the editorial staff 
of the New York Sun told how his paper had 
been founded by a farmer and had been edit- 
ed many many years by farmer editois. He 
was decidedly for any movement that would 
bring forth a system of identifying strictly 
prime beef when it finds its way to the 
butcher shop. He was a lively and inteiest- 
ing talker and his message rang true to 1ula! 
necessities. 

Mr. Burlingham, representing the Breed- 
ers’ Gazette, spoke fluently and well in be- 
half of the Doddie, reciting some little his- 
tory that had required a wakeful evening or 
two at least of prepataticn. 

Immediately following this latter love 
feast President Park called the members of 
the Eastern States Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers into session and many matters were tak- 
en up and discussed. Among the more im- 
portant the matter of making an Aberdeen- 
Angus prime beef show at the Eastern 
States Exposition. This matter will be tak- 
en care of and in all probability a booth will 
be arranged for such a display. This is a 
rather new and novel idea and one that 
should receive consideration at the hands or 
other breed organizations throughout the 
country. 

A committee was appointed to present 
at the next annual meeting at Springfield a 
petition suggesting the advisability of hold- 
ing the next or 1917 annual meeting of the 
society at some point in New York State 
perhaps during the fair at Syracuse. The 
idea being to move the annual session about 
somewhat in order to give a wider circle of 
members opportunity to attend occasionally. 
Many other matters pertaining to the local 
association and its affairs were taken up 
and discussed. Showing conclusively that 
the breeders in the Eastern States are a live 
bunch and that they mean to do something 
for the breed. 

Another field day was discussed and it 
was decided to accept Mr. Thorne’s invita- 
tion to return again next year to Briarcliff. 
The date will be set later. It will be the 
purpose to fit it into the season at a time 
when a big outdoor program could be best 
enjoyed. Perhaps it will be decided to in- 
vite in all lovers of good beef cattle and the 
countryside in order that greater benefit 
may result. This first field day was a splen- 
did success as will be any others promulgat- 
ed by this group of breeders.
